Frer the Expedition <f [ri{and, My Lord Gallway ordered 
every Captain to ſtate up their reſpective Troop er's Ac- 
count, which they did gecordingly in the beginning of 
1692. and the ballanceivf cach Account was athgn'd to 

be paid at the Clearing of the Regiment, and every one of the Czp- 
rains ict their Hands to their reſ{eive Irooper s ho w3ts 

I. My Lord Galway ordered likewife Mr. Merean Ag 
Regiment to anfwer, and payſthe baſſence of each Accot!; 
the Regiment ſhould be cleared. *þ 

II. The Regiment was cleared ine beginning of 1692, 
upon the Troopers (according to tie PEP) dirccted T: mitlyes 
co the Agent to be paid of their due. # 

IV. But not only the ſaid Agent diny d to pay the ballance of the 
Accounts Sign'd by the Captains, bug alto thoſe Sign'd by My Lord 
himſelf to his own Troopers, 

V. The faid Agent deny d alſo to-$ y the Widows and Executors of 
them that were killed in the faid edirion, who had likewiſe their 
accounts ſtated up and fignd by ti& Captains or my Lord him oi. 
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382 jaitd Agent (hnfiled off to pay the ſaid Troopers, iticir Frlouws or 
Execurors, Chiefly upon theſ” two pretences. 

VI. Firir, that they ſhould have frefh orders from their reſpective 
Captains, which he knew very well would not be granted, the Regi- 
ment being in FLmd:r:, andthe Captains prevailing themſelves of my 
terd Galway's abſence, who was gone for S2vey. 

VII. The {cond pretence vas that the Treaſury had pizaced upon 
ne Regiment ſuch extraordinary charges, which were not pothible for 
ihe Caprains to forcite when they itarted their accounts, The Iroopers 
J*(Iircd then the ſaid Agent to ſhew them, and they would bear theic 
-70POTtonN of it, Which he denied, for there was none bur Were MEN- 
zoned in their accounts as hath been proved afterwards before the Ho- 
:Ourable Commiſſioners of the Publick Accounts. 

VII. The Captains inſtead-of ſending new Orders, pray'd and beg g il 
wr almoſt wwo years after the clearing, contrived new accounts, which 
reduced the hrit to little or nothing, ( viz.) 270. to 81. 39l, tofd. 
201. to 35 ;. and what was under they did bring themſelves Credi- 
iOors, and in lcfs than half a year they made fo far as three accounts 
every one eſs and lefs, or ſhortning one another throughout the Re- 
71;NENT. 

IX. And it 15 to be obſerved, that the id agent would not pay 
that intolerable reduction on account, and the d:ſtreſs of feveral Wi- 
dows and poor diſzbled Troopers forced them tc» accept it fo, the ſata 
Agent dcduiling our of it 20 p-r cent. for the ſelling of the Talter's, 
the he had ſold chem for 1042, co s. per cent. (as he h:rth owned af:er- 
war & bcforc tne Honourable Commutſi -n-rs of accom: -.) ard that 
arcat part of the ciearing had been received inready 1 35-4, 

X. The faid Agonr who ell along ſided with the Capiaini} tnding 
that the Tronpers were reſolved to complain, and ha+ing ieen their 
Pctition diretcd to her Late Majeſty an:i co her Privy Council, went 
over to Flanders in September 1694. and there adviſed with rhe Cap- 
cains to 7ct an order from the Lieutenant Collonel, commanding him 
makeup every Captain's account, and to pay them, which: ſuppo- 
ting to aye done in leſs than hz Wecks time, he brought over their 
reſpective Acquittances, whey he pretends to clear him{elf, 

Xi. Whereupon your Hoyoms are humbly pray'd to take notice of 
tieic few Obſervations, 

All. Firſt, that the {ad Agent would thereby make the Lieutenant 
Collontt's Order prevail over that of my Lord Galway's, who had 
commanded him to anſwer every particular account at the clearing. 
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Xiit, Seconcty, the ſaid Agent pretends that the Acquitiarge Gi a 
Captain, Who iave ſuperceded another clears him from anſwering the 
bailance of the accounts, which the Predeceficr had allowed to his 
own Troopers in his Lite-time: And fo far as two Cartains are dead 
or gone our of one Troop, and the ſaid Agent pretends to have paid 
to the Captain 1n being all the arrears due to the Treopers in the two 
former Caprain' s time, Who bad ſtated and ſigned their Troopers ac- 
Counts, and that the acquitrance of this [iſt clears him, 

XLV. Thirdly, he pretends that the acquittance cf the Captain 
Lieutenant cle ers him from anſwering the accounts ſtated and 1fign'd 
by my Lord himielf toth= Troopers of his own Troop. 

XV. Laſily, 1: was only a contrivancy to clear himſelf of the Tron- 
pers and V1 idows left behind, and to bring them to what compoſition 
he picaſed. 

XVI. Complaint at lait was brought before the Honourable Com- 

miſſioners of accounts, by the Troopers Widows 2nd Executors of 
every reſpeCtive Troop, and the ſaid Agent being {ent for, he produ- 
ced his acquittances in di:charge of him!elf, bur at the {ame time he 
pleaded very much in rhe bchalf of the Captains, concerning the al- 
teraticn of the faid zcconnts, under the ſaid pretence of the extraordt- 
nary Charges placed by the Treaſury upon the Regiment. 

XVII. The {aid Agent attempred maliciouſly co rake the knowledge 
of the Caſe from the Honourable Commiſſioners, under Prerence, that 
one Mr. d: L'eftang Brigadcer General, who was in Flauders, was ap- 

painted by my Lord G. alzpay tc decide and regulite all matters con- 

cerning the Regiment, and if the Troopers would go over lie would 
allow them 104, a day for their Voyage, but would not advance ihc 
Noney as was propoſed to IM oy: the Commiſſioners: and the 121d 
Agent Knew vcry well that moſt of the Troopers with tne REYENE 
n Flarders had directed them: elves to the ſaid Brigaccer for Tedreie, 

and had no relief, and that the ſaid Troopers out of fear and threatning 
had been forccd ro ſet their Hands to what the Captains would, as 
appears by their fevera! Letters written © their Friends in England, an: 
produced tefore the Honourible Commiiſttoners cf accounts. 

XVHI. Nevcrtheleis the fail Agent fiill purſtuing his deſign fo take 
aWYay the hearing of the Cale irom the Honoural fe Commiſſioners, be 
Jodi cd two Letters one after acother; the firſt from the ſaid Bri- 


$2decr Our of Flanders, and the other from my Lord Galr.y out of 


5493, the [tie whereot was plainly ſeen ro be the Agents, the words 
Leing the ſame he plcaded before the Boarc, and borh concluding £9 
no He rocovers hee: Freland overint Flat acrs, 
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K1X. But the Honourable Commiſſoners well apprehending the ſaid 
Agent's malice and ftratagein, to ſend OVEr poor dſahied 1r0op':rs to 
the Mercy of their Caprains, who had likewiſe wrong'd the Troopers 
in the Regiment, reſulved to take no norice of the fail Letters, and 
ro examine into the ſaid Complaints. 

XX, In the mean time they ordered the ſaid Agent to pay to the 
Complainants all what he knew to be jultly due to them on account 
only. 

XXI. And tho' the faid Agent had owned before the Commiſſioners, 
that the Tallics were ſold bur for 1o4. 10 5. pcr cent. and that the 
Trocpers were wrong d in ſeveral Articles, yer he did not pay them, 
bur the ballance of the leaſt account,and deduttedout of it 20 /, per cent, 
for the ſelling of the Tallies. 

XXIl.The Honourable Commiſſhoners proceeding into the Examination 
of the ſaid accounts,did obſerve, thatall th: Complaints were alike, and 
that all the Caprains had agreed to reduce th. rſt accounts to little 
or nothing. 

XXII. Therefore they reſolved that a particular account ſhould be 
raken in, and throughly examined, ſome time by comparing the laſt 
account with the firſt, ſume time by making objections and bringing 
proofs to every Article, which was pertormed as follows in the preſence 
of the ſaid Agent. 

XX1V. The account to be examined fell to be of Major d: Tusny's 
Troop, who together with the ſaid Agent have bcen the two Ring- 
feaders of all the ſaid unjuſt Proceedings. 

XXV. The Trooper whoſe account fell ro be examined, proved by his 
diſcharge under the Major's hand, that he was in the Regimear until the 
9th. of May 1692, and the ſaid Major ſtate his accounts only to the laſt 
day of Nov, 1691. therctore heis wrong'd of 121 days at 2s. 64, a 
day 15 l. on that Article, 

XX VI. It was proved by the Ageat's account under his Hand for the 
whole Troop, thar there was bur 28 /. ſubſiftance paid out of the Trea- 
ſury, from the 2/7, of Sept, 1689. to the 1ft. of April 1692. and they 
Tax moſt of the Troopers with 35 L. receiv'd, the ſaid account was pro- 
duced and owned by the ſaid Agent, ſo are wrong dof 7 4, on that Ar- 
ricle. 

XXVII. The ſaid accounts dates and mentions every reſpite, and 
and ſhews that there was 1nall the ſaid while but 1x Men on foot the 
longeſt 33 days, and but 174. for all, reſpiced, and the faid Major 
Taxes upon ſeveral 11/4, upon others 8. and 74, fo thar the Trooper, 
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whoſe account happen'd to be examined, proyed to be wrong'd of 9 /. 
14 s. upon that Article. 


XX VIII. The ſaid account between the Agentand the Maior for the. 


whole Troop as aforeſaid, ſhews, that there was but 35 recrute Horſe 
bought for that Troop, and fo for every Troop having all alike, and 
the ſaid Major taxes 1n his firſt accounts under his Hand (three ſeve- 
ral being produced) 39 recrute Horſes, and two years after 56 Hot- 
ſes, tho'he never had but eleven Men on foor in all the ſaid Expedi- 
tion of [reland, as appears by the ſaid Muſters, and His Majeſty re- 
rur'd fix Horſes freely killed in the Battel, ſo wrong'd of 47. x1 5s. on 
that Article, allowing 39 recrute Horſes. | 

-XXIA. The faid account proves, that it is not 3 5s, a Man for pack- 
ing and tranſporting the Cloathing and Equipages in [reland, and the 
Major ſets down 28 s. ſome Captains 8 s, ſoare wrong'd upon tic ſaid 
Article of :bove 2zy s. 

XXX. The ſaid account proves, that thev are vrrong d of near upen 
2 L. upon the Clathing for 89. go. andgr. 3 1. 

XXX1l. They divide the Proviſions, Ammunitions, &c. between 46 
Men, when it ſhould be between 82, having Twelve Reformacic Offi - 
cers in each Troop, who had at the leaſt Twelve Servants, beſides the 
four Officers in pay, and their eight Servants, foare wreng'd of alinvit 
half upon thar Article, which is 3 /. 

XXXlI. They tax for Proviſions, Ammunition, Tenis, Boyling- pots, 
Sizes, vickles, &c. from the firſt: of Sepr. 1689. tho' the fame was paid 
nut of their ſubſiſtance, the firſt Campaign rhe Caprains havyng made 
up their ſubſiſtance account to the 22th, of Nov. 1689, and reckoned 
all that in, ſo are wron?g'd of 1 !: 

XXX1Ili. The Captains did retain at the ſame time 35 s. a Man, 
out of rheir Subſiſtance, for tae Horſe dead the fr!t Campaign, rhe 
ſame was proved by the Major's Letter io a tr.en' of his, and they 
charg'd them for tize full Number, to are wrong'd of 11. 15 s. on 
that Article.

XYXXVI1. Major de Ten; being over laſt Winter, was heard betore 
the Honourable Commiſſion ers of the pubiick 2CCcounts, and was Crt.» 
vionced of moſt Articles here avoye mentioned ; whereup!1n the H-- 
nourable Commiſſioners ordered nim to ſanztie forthwith lis Tron- 
wks and not fo let the Caſe be brought before the Honte, for what 

he ſhould do in his Troop would be a Rute for-the reſi: Bur the 
Major who was cleac of another mind, defircd fourtcen days to.Clear 
himſelf of an Article, ard in the mean tme he would giye B: :, buc 
ic is not known that he did either.

Whereof the Major taking advantage went back ag3ir for 
Fland: , without making any ſatisfaction to his T troopers, butialior 
continuing his malice and vexations, he can!zd ſeveral of he poor © 
abled Troopers to be croſſed out oi *the Lift of Ten pence auay, whic 
the Troopers in attual Service do allow out of their ſubſiftance. 211 
have allowed the ſame ever ſince Five years, and the faid Tronper: diff 
bled were not at His Majeſty's charg:s bur laicly, ib i!:.r fivo Shi - 
lings anſwer but*2o & 5 penny in Flanders.
